In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
April 21, 2006, Applicant hereby provisionally elects Group I -- claims 19-36, 50-67 [sic], 81-89, 
and 97-105, and further elects as species Mycobacterium M. tuberculosis arid sequence GTCGTT 
for continued examination. This election is made with traverse. 



Remarks 



The Examiner has required restriction between Group I — claims 19-36, 50-67 [sic], 81- 
89, and 97-105, drawn to a method for treating a mycobacterial infection comprising administering 
an unmethylated CpG to a subject to treat or ameliorate a Mycobacterium bacterium infection; and 
Group II - claims 37-49, 68-80, 90-96, and 106-1 12, drawn to a method for inducing an immune 
response against a Mycobacterium bacterium comprising administering an unmethylated CpG to a 
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subject to treat, prevent or ameliorate a Mycobacterium bacterium infection. The Examiner further 
required an election of species as follows: a specific Mycobacterium and a specific sequence for the 
immunostimulatory nucleic acid molecule comprising an unmethylated CpG. 

Applicant in response has elected Group I and the species Mycobacterium M 
tuberculosis and sequence GTCGTT, with traverse. 

The election of Group I is made with traverse at least because a search of Group II would 
likely be coextensive with a search of Group I and therefore would impose no significant additional 
burden of searching upon the Examiner. 

With respect to the election of species, claims 19-23, 25-30, 32, 33, 35, 36, 50-54, 56-61, 
63, 64, 66, 67, 81-84, 86, 87, 89, 97-100, 102, 103, and 105 are believed to represent a grouping 
representative of the elected species. In the event the Examiner agrees to rejoin Groups I and Group 
II, the following additional claims are also believed to represent a grouping representative of the 
elected species: 37, 39-44, 46, 48, 49, 68, 70-75, 77, 79, 80, 90-92, 94, 96, 106-108, 1 10, and 1 12. 
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
